Alsace, one of the most fertile and produac-
Wive ts of France, is separated from
the Grand Duchy of Baden
Rhine; its sonthern boundary i4 the canton
of Basle in Switzerland, while toward the
t north it borders on Ithenish Havarin, It has
belonged to the German Empire sinee 570,
and formed part of the Duchy of Suabia from
M0 to 1268, "The French have divided it into
two departients, the “Das.-Rhin” with Stras.
burg and the “‘Haut-Rhin" with Colmar as
capitals.

'he Lorruine ( Lothringen) is situated be-
tween the * Campngns’ and Alsace, and ox.
tends towand the norih to the Crand Duachy
of Luxemburg and to the Prussian Ithenish
provinees, inu the sonth to the “Franche.
Comte."”" It is divided into Fon departiments,
those of tLe Meurthe, the Vosgee, the Mosalle,
and the Meuse,

The conquests of France doring the last

wo centuries,and the eo-eperation aud assist-
anece of Germans themselves, sucesoded in
slienating Alsoce from the German Empire.
The Auvstrinn possessions (285 communities,
swith a popnlation, at the present time, of
lover 227,0i(1) were oeded to France by the
“’e.stp]_mlwn treatly of peace at the end of the
thirty-years' war (1648); the free ocitiesin
that part of the German Empire (150 commu-
mities, wills 226 000 inhabitants) were foreed
nto submirsion to French rule by the so-
palled reunions: while the republic of Stras-
urg, and the bishop with his extensive do-
mains (160 communities, with 202,000
phabitants) voluntarily placed them-
slves under the protection of the
rench kings, Through the acqnisition of
Lorraine and the transfer of a few Grerman
Frincipalilim in the Alsatinn province to
rance, 12 communities with 17,000 inhabi-
Ktonts were absorbed during the eighteenth
entury, while the rest of the conntry, com-
prising several German principalities and the !
Republic of Muhlhouse (230 communities,
with 239,000 inhabitants), followed during the
ime of the l'rench Revolution. Neverthe-
ess, and although in possession of the
rountry long before the present and even an-
erior to the preceding generation, the I'rench
rovernment has found all its oppressive
neasuresto seenre the introduction and the
yredominance of the French langnage among
he German population of these departments
» be ineffective, and in all its efforis towards
prt nguisbivg the German idiom have proved
utile. Previous to the Revolution the na-
ionality a-d origin of the people had never
@een questioned: nay, the employes and
@bfficers of thie Government were compelled
o make themselves familiar with the lan-
pusge of the country, which was then spoken
n the courts of justice and tanght in
he schools of these  departments,
Vith the outbreak of the revolu- |
ion of 1780, however, the plan to |
ranconize the people was conceived, and the
beverest measnres were immediately resorted
0 in order to cfface all traces of the language
nd of the origin and nationality of the in-
habitants.  The instrnction in German,
hitherto allowed and authorized, was aban- |
floned and forbidden, the men of the revolu. |
ion looking upon the diversity of langnage |
8 an inhsritance and an emauation of feu-
falism. Since the revolution of 1545 and
luring the Second Empire up to the pre-
mt day, the I'rench Government has added |
o the weight of the oppressive burden |
pew  resfiictive and  probibitory mea-
pures. The German names of the cities
ind their streels, of the rivers, hills, and
slleys, are no longer recognized, but are
bither Franconized in a most absurd manner,
pr replaced by entirely new I'rench denomi- |
hations, which sonnd strange to the ear of the
people, and to the use of which they have not |
pcome accustomed even to this day. Tra- |
ellers through these parts, in traversing the
nterior of the conntry, will soon find out to
heir great annoyance that, when asking for |
nformation as to the direction they have to
ake in order to reach a given place, they |
Aill, in nine cases out of ten, not be under- |
itood by the peasantry; while, even in the |
pities, many people entirely ignore the |
‘renck names of the streets, although they
nay be seen on the walls of every cor- |
ner house and on the street lanterns: on the
biher hand, they all know the old
ferman names by heart, In cities
ike Mublhouse and Strasbourg, the
bresence of numerous rench officials and of
hole regiments of French solliers, drafted |
n the exclusive French provinces of the
mpire, bhas no doubt exercised a material
nfluence upon the language of the people,
pasmuch ss all traders and retail dealers see
he advantage to be derived from the kuow-
edge of the I'rench langusage —the only one
'they can make use of in their intercourse |
mLﬂ these classes. But, observing these peo- |
ple at bome, around the domestic hearth, or
1o their tocial intercourse with those who |
spring from the same root, one is astonished
to hear the French idiom replaced by either ‘
the German pafois, the Alemanie idiom, or,
asis the case among the higher and better
veducated classes of citizens, by the pure
\German language. This is indeed signifi-
cant, and goes far to prove that all the
resirictive and Prohihitury measures have |
been aborlive. The fact that the people,
almost without exeeption, make use of the
Janguage of Lheir ancestors, as soon as they
find theiselves free from external pressure, |
elucidates, better than all ofticial records on |
the subject, how deeply rooted is their attach-
ment to their native language. And not only
in the use of the language, but in the silent
yet so eloquent observance of the eustoms,
manner of life, and the cherished habits of
their foref athers—to which they cling with a |
kind of religious tenacity—do they show
that they are still Germans at heart, just as
much perbaps as they were a century ago.

“‘Help yourselves.” The paper is thoroughly
German, and breathes genuine GGerman sen-
timent, In the prospectus 1%e Sovercign
Flector auswers the  question, *“*‘Why
publish a mnew paper in the Ger-
men langnage?” in the following
curt and pertinent way:—*‘Simply for the
reason that the majority, yes, the overwhelm-
ing wajority of the Alsatian people are Ger-
man in thought, in feeling, in language, and
in habit. They mre taught the lessous of
Christianity in that idiom, and do all they can
not to become ohlivious of it, We know that
mwany of us have been instructed to speak,
read, and write French, and that is undoubt-
edly very fine; bul the same citizens, who
are fully familiar with and conversant in
French, will not cease to think, feel, and
spesk German,
them in the language of their mothers, in
the language of their infancy, the same in
which they educate and cherish their children:
the language of love to their wives and con-
solation to their dying parents,”

T'o show the extent of the territory of the
German langusge in Alsace and Lorraine, we
have recourse to an excellent and interesting
statistical work written by Mr, Richard
Bockb, from which we have already obtained
wuch valuable information. 'The book has
been published in Berlin this year under the
title, *‘Der Deutschen Volkszahl und Sprach-
gebiet in den europaischen Staaten.”
